PREJUDICE: Out of the Closet

A full 22 years have passed 
since the Stonewall Riots, the first 
public outcry of the rights of 
persons who are gay or lesbian. 
Over the decades, we _ have 
witnessed many gains in regard to 
our rights as citizens of the world 
and, more specifically, as citizens 
of Canada. These gains, however, 
often occur in isolated to specific 
institutions or groups, but they are 
steps towards acceptance, none the 
less. 

We have seen three provinces 
and one territory amend _ their 
Individuals Rights Protection Acts. 
In Manitoba, Ontario, Quebec and 
the Northwest Territories persons 
who are gay or lesbian have some 
legal recourse against prejudiced 
attitudes and the discriminatory 
acts which the attitudes give way 
to. Unfortunately, this is not the 
case in Alberta. Here we have an 
apathetic and disinterested Human 
Rights Commission being 
governed by an equally apathetic 
and disinterested — Provincial 
government. Such a lack of interest 
and concern, and the almost 
complete disregard for our 
community, allows bigoted and 
prejudiced attitudes and _ their 
actions to be accepted in Alberta. 
This disregard for our community 
and acceptance of bigoted 
attitudes has become evident with 
two such acts of discrimination in 
the province. 

The first began during the end 
of 1990 and has continued through 
to 1991. Involved here is the Cover 
to Cover Book Cafe at 738 11 Ave. 
S.W., Calgary. The cafe has been 
presenting and co-sponsoring the 


Women Celebrating | Women 
Nights (WCW). WCW was 
"devoted to the promotion of 
women's artistic talent" by 
"providing a forum for all 
women's voices, whether or not 
they are disabled women, women 
of colour, lesbian or are of low 
income." 

The WCW nights had been 
running for over one year when 
the cafe took offence to a woman 
who told her coming out story 
prior to reading her poetry. After 
this the cafe co-sponsor 
demanded a meeting with the 
CJSW co-sponsor. 

It was at a meeting held 
December 21, 1990, a Cover to 
Cover representative stated the 
patrons of Cover to Cover were 
"tired of having lesbian material 
rammed down their throats,’ and 
that 'we just don't want anymore 


of this dyke shit in this club." 


They further demanded the 
right to screen and censor the 
material which was to be 
presented at the WCW nights to 
determine whether it was 
"offensive or inappropriate.” As a 
result, WCW nights are no longer 
being held at the cafe because 
WCW organizers refuse to have 


their performers’ creativity 
censored. 
The second case’ within 


Alberta involves the dismissal of 
Delwin Vriend, a_ laboratory 
assistant from Kings College: in 
Edmonton, because he was a 
"practicing homosexual". Kings 
college is a publicly funded 
($868,000 this year) institution 
which adopted a_ position 
statement of January 14, 1991 
regarding persons who are gay or 


lesbian. 
The policy states: 


"We recognize that homosexual 
orientation is a condition which may 
not be of a person's own choosing, and 
as such may not be blameworthy. 
However, people are responsible for 
the way they act. Homosexual 
conduct, like heterosexual conduct, 
involves choices and is to be evaluated 
in light of the Bible's teachings 
regarding sexual conduct. Thus 
homosexual practice and _ the 
promotion of homosexual practice as 
an acceptable alternative to a 
normative heterosexual relationship, 
are considered contrary to the 
College's Statement of Faith and 
inconsistent with its mission. The 
College will continue to demonstrate 
love and compassion to any employee 
whose conduct appears to breach 
biblical norms. Recognizing _ the 
healing power of Christ's redemption, 
the college will explore possibilities of 
restoration. If, however, the continued 
conduct of an employee is judged to be 
inconsistent with the aims of the 
college, and to bring disrepute to the 
work of the college, such an employee 
may be asked to resign." 


Such acts of discrimination 
require all of our attention, as they 
continue to perpetuate prejudiced 
attitudes toward our gay and 
lesbian community. Attitudes like 
this will continue to force many 
persons who are gay or lesbian to 
remain in the closet and fear the 
repercussions of openly being 
themselves. If we remain silent 
and out of the public eye, further 
acts of discrimination will be 
allowed to surface and perpetuate 
an accepted societal reaction - 'the 
norm’. W

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HIV NOT THE SOLE CAUSE?

LOS ANGELES - The man who 
discovered human 
immunodeficiency virus (HIV), 
France's Dr. Luc Montagnier, 
now believes the virus may not by 
itself be the cause of AIDS. 


Speaking in Los Angeles in 
December, as reported by the 
Journal of the Americal Medical 
Association, Montagnier said that 
an antibiotic resistant bacterium, 
Mycoplasma pirum, may be what 
stimulates HIV to evolve and 
begin damaging the immune 
system. 

"HIV is necessary but may not 
be sufficient to cause AIDS," 
Montagnier said. "It is possible 
that mycoplasma may be a key 
factor at the beginning of [HIV] 
virus infection by amplifying the 
viral protein load, and may be a 
factor which triggers evolution of 
HIV infection to a state which 
inhibits the immune system." 


Non-infection with 
mycoplasma pirum may be why 
one in five HIV-infected 
individuals remain healthy 10 
years after HIV seroconversion, 
Montagnier speculated. 


Montagnier's laboratory work 
with mycoplasma has shown that 
its presence) i Increases iy) FITY 
replication. When he bombarded 
the laboratory mycoplasma with 
gamma radiation, HIV 
reproduction slowed. 


A second approach - blocking 
the protein ~- binding sequence 
through which mycoplasma 
attached to cell ~ also slowed HIV 
activity in the lab. 


If an antibiotic could be found 
to attack the mycoplasma, 
Montagnier's theory could be 
tested in humans. He says a 
"treatment breakthrough" could 
be less than two years away. 


Mycoplasma pirum 
developed resistance to most 
antibiotics in the 1970's, 
Montagnier said, because of 
"intensive ~ tetracycline use." 
Tetracycline is a common 
antibiotic prescribed by general 
practitioners. 

But Montagnier said 
antibiotics of the quinolone family 
may hold hope, with futher 
research. 

Meanwhile, Montagnier is 
developing blood tests for the 
mycoplasma, so he can check if it 
is missing from people who have 
had HIV for ten years but have 
never gotton sick 

Montagnier believes _his 
theories are augmented by the fact 
that antiviral therapies have failed 
to cure AIDS and by science’s 
inability to explain how HIV 
causes AIDS. 

Montagnier was in_ Los 
Angeles to recieve an American 
Association of Blood Banks award 
along with chief U.S. AIDS 
researcher Dr. Robert Gallo, for 
their improvement of the blood 
supply through development of 
the HIV-antibody test. 

Gallo is officially co—creditied 
with discovering HIV, then called 
HTLV-3, but the National 
Institutes of Health is currently 
formally investigating suspicions 
that Gallo may have ‘discovered’ 
HIV only after Montagnier sent 
Gallo a sample of his HIV. Ww

...Stonewall Day was actually a far 
cry from an acknowledgement of 
people's faith and love, as those in 
power would like us to believe these 
days.

It was an uprising against society 
by those persons who were considered 
at that time morally decadent, a bad 
influence, diseased and mentally 
not unlike 
considered today by many. 

Stonewall Day was even scorned

Although Breeders were now 
aware of the increasingly more vocal 


"alternative 


presence of homosexuals, the 
homosexuals themselves were still 
shunned. The reasons for this can be 
summed up in one word: AIDS. AIDS 
was a plague that ran rampant in the 
latter part of the twentieth century and 
which has been historically compared 
to typhoid, smallpox and polio. The 


disease tended to focus itself on the 


homosexual communities, and were it 
not for the Salk vaccine of 1995, AIDS 
may well have destroyed much of the 
post-Stonewall Day homosexuals and 
certainly would have changed the 
world as we know it today.... 

Gunter Dorser, a 
scientist, provided the next, and 
without question the most important 
step in the establishment of today's 
government: sexual reorientation. 

The major body of his work was 
done in the 1980's, when he 
successfully proved to be able to 
control the sexual orientation of rats by 


German 


altering the levels of certain chemicals 
in the brain while the rats were still in 
the foetal stage. Eighty to eighty-five 
per cent of the rats displayed 
homosexual activity where none was 
evident in a similar group of unaltered 
rats.... 

Dérser shocked the world at a 
press conference in the year 2002 when 
he announced that the chemical 
alterations he had performed on rats 
proved to be equally, if not more 
effective on human beings. 

In the early to mid 1980's, Dérser 
had taken a control group of sixty 
pregnant women and had 
administered his treatment to the 
unborn children. 

At the press conference he 
presented fifty-five of the sixty 
children, thirty males and twenty-five 
females, all of 
acknowledged homosexuals.... 

..By the year 2000, China had 
long since passed the one billion mark 


whom _ were 


in terms of population. For the 


previous several years it had 
subscribed to a policy whereby parents 
could have only one child, however 
this solution met with dismal failure 
and the population kept rising. 

In India, as well as many third 
world nations the world over, the 


population problem was just as severe;

however they had no solutions, 
successful or otherwise. 

It was in the year 2005 that 
President Yee Leu Dse Chong of the 
People's Republic of China announced 
that to all unborn children he would 
be applying the Dérser process, thus 
creating a generation of new citizens 
completely uninterested in breeding 
and thereby effectively solving the 
overpopulation issue over the course 
of the next several years. 

It wasn't long before India and 
some other smaller nations followed 
President Chong’s suit, and by the year 
2010 both the United States (now a 
part of Greater America) and the 
Soviet Union (which now forms a large 
portion of Eurasia) had both adopted 
the Dérser process of foetal sexual 
reorientation.... 

..Just because the governments 
extolled the virtues of the Dérser 
treatments does not mean that the 
people themselves agreed with the 
process. Throughout the next decade, 
mass protests and social upheavals 
occured; many still remembered the 
days of AIDS, and feared the influx in 
homosexuals would incur a comeback 
of the plague which would then be 
visited upon the population at large. 

As well, there were still those who 
thought that homosexuality was just 
wrong overall, and whose numbers 
were now increasing after years of 
general acceptance. Mothers who once 
accepted thought 
differently when they discovered that 
their own offspring would have no 
desire to reproduce. The need to be

grandparents was still strong. 

Many other objections, based on 
religious, cultural and moral grounds 
were raised, but they were ineffective 
against the world's

Celebration '90's Words Without Borders 


Literary Festival

Way back in September, when 
about some of my 
escapades in Vancouver during 
Celebration '90: Gay Games III and 
Cultural Festival, I promised to tell 
you a bit about the Words Without 
Borders literary festival. 

Six months later, I'm looking 
back at some of my columns and 
realize that I -- ah —- forgot. 


I wrote 
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Oh well, better late than never, 
right? 

Words Without Borders was 
Canada's biggest ever gathering of 
gay and lesbian authors; in fact, 
unless I miss my mark, it was the 
biggest literary festival to be held 
in Canada in 1990. It featured 
dozens 
writers, the likes of Jane (Desert of 
the Heart) Rule and John (I Once 


of outstanding, noted 


Had a Master) Preston, as well as 
lesser known authors such as 
Colin Thomas and Don Martin. 
The festival featured some 
different events 
the huge Gala 
opening on Granville Island to 


twenty-nine 
ranging from 


book launches to several different 
literary panels at Simon Fraser 
University with names such as 
"Dykes To Watch Out For" (which 
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featured the inimitable Alison 


Bechdel), "From The Outside 
Looking In" and "Just Because 
Your Mother Likes it". 


Of the panels I attended 
(which included a _ hysterical 
session called "Titters And 
Bangers: Is Sex Funny?" which 
presented comic Lovie Sizzle 
sharing with us details of her 
sordid lust for washing machines), 
I'll be letting you in on some 
highlights of two of the more 
interesting ones: "Banning Our 
Words" and "Dick Lit - Gay 
Erotica". A word of warning 
though: I attended these panels 
more than half a year ago and | 
was too taken up with the 
panelists to make any notes. As 
such, don't expect these anecdotes 
to be a hundred per cent true; 
rather, expect them to reflect how I 
remember the actual events -- 
hindsight, after all, isn't always 
20/20, and memory is a tricky 
thing. (Christ, the disclaimers I'm 


forced to make in order to avoid | 


charges of libel!) 

First off was "Banning Our 
Words", a panel on censorship 
which featured two individuals 
I've come to admire greatly: Jane 
Rule and Colin Thomas. 

Jane Rule, as many of you 
know, is the author of the novel 
upon which the movie Desert 
Hearts was based, as well as 
having been a regular contributor 
to the late, lamented Body Politic. 
She now lives in the Vancouver 
area where she still churns out 
works _ that 
bestseller lists. 

She has also been known to 
write books which have been 
disallowed entry into Canada from 


invariably hit the 


the United States. She once wrote a 
book that was printed in the States, 
hit the bestseller lists both there 
and in Europe, and was banned 
from Canada. It was three years 
before she saw a copy of her own 
bestselling book. 

Jane's a fascinating person to 
listen to; to talk to. In the course of 
the session she told us the story of 
herself 


how she successfully

managed to contribute to the 
perpetuation of censorship in 
Canada. 

She used to be a University 
prof, you see, teaching first year 
English courses. She had one class 
in which there was this student 
whom she knew to be a nice, 
decent, affable chap. She knew all 
this because she knew him well. 
She knew him well because he was 


in several of her classes. The same 
course. Three years running. 

After flunking out for the third 
time, the student came up to Jane 
and intimated that perhaps he was 
not cut out for a career in English. 
Jane, never one to mince words, 
agreed with him. 

He then asked Jane if she 
could possibly write a letter of 
recommendation for him, to help 
him land this job he had lined up. 
As this fellow was a _ decent, 
friendly, and hardworking sort -- 
albeit a complete noodle when it 
came to the English language -- 
Jane was more than happy to help 
him out. (That she may well not 
have been able to stand seeing him 
fail another of her classes is a 
notion I refuse to even entertain.) 

At any rate, the lad got the job 
he sought. As a Border Crossing 
Guard. A job which involved 
determining which books 
Canadians are fit to read. 

A job which, in effect, gave 
him power to ban the very books 
written by the English professor 
who flunked him out three years 
in a row. 

I'll let you determine the irony 
of the situation for yourself. 

Also at this same panel was 
the playwright and columnist 
who wrote the 
play One 

about a 


Colin Thomas, 
award-winning 
Thousand Cranes, 
Japanese, leukemia-stricken girl 
named Sadako. Based on _ the 
success of One Thousand Cranes, 
the Canada Council commissioned 
Colin to write a play for high 
school students on the subject of 
AIDS. 

Colin wrote a remarkable play 
which met with critical praise 
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everywhere -- except with the 
Canada Council. They refused to 
have anything to do with it. 

When pressed for a reason, the 
Council said they objected to a 
scene in the play which showed 
two high school-aged boys 
Kissing. 

They wanted a play about 
AIDS, not about homosexuality. If 
Colin would remove or replace the 
kiss scene, everything would be 
kosher. 

Colin tried to explain that 
writing a play about AIDS without 
even mentioning homosexuality is 
ludicrous at best, but to no avail. 

Last I heard, the play was 
being produced by an independant 
theater group in Toronto. 

The other panel which I'll 
mention a bit about here was 
called "Dick Lit - Gay Erotica’, 
featuring, among others, John 
Preston and_ the 
gorgeous Don Martin. (When he 
first entered the room, I assumed 
he was a visual aid, not one of the 
panelists. I felt insanely jealous 
when he proved himself to be a 
talented writer. How dare he be 
that hot and that brilliant?) 

John Preston, as 
proved to be a fascinating speaker. 
At one point he told us the (true?) 
story of the current whereabouts 
of the last existing pubic hair of 
Rudolph Valentino, and of the 
man who gave him his quill-pen- 
and-inkwell tattoo which he 
displayed proudly to the audience. 

One particularly interesting 
point: while the Dick Lit panel was 
held in a smallish room (which 
held about 120 to 150 seats, of 
which not all were full), the Clit Lit 
panel (with Anne Cameron and 


incredibly 


always, 
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others) was twice the size of our 
room, and had been sold out long 
in advance. 

We men were a fairly quiet 
bunch, despite the raunchy 
material that was being presented 
to us. The women, on the other 
hand, literally raised the roof with 
their cheers, hoots and whistles. 
Man, were they having fun! Half- 
way through the session, despite

the visual presence of Don Martin, 
I was considering different ways I 
could duck Dick Lit and sneak into 
Clit Lit. 

The response level of the 
women's panel as compared to the 
men's panel did not go unnoticed 
by others in the room, and we 
decided the reason for this was 
while men —- largely as a result of 
AIDS —— have had their sexuality 


subdued, women are still in the 
process of exploring theirs in a 
public forum. 

Once again, jealousy struck. 
For the first time in my life I 
wanted to be a lesbian instead of a 
gay man. 

Darn. 

In all, the festival was an 
enormous success, one of the 
biggest highlights of Celebration 
'90. Kudoes go to co-chairs Jana 
Williams and Rick Marchand, as 
well as to all the participating 
writers for a job well done. 

And next time, let's see if they 
can get their act together enough 
to invite me to sit on one of their 
panels.

Abusive relationships usually follow a pattern that 
starts out with emotional abuse where the partner 
being abused is made to feel worthless and unloved. 
The abusing partner slowly starts to isolate the other, 
cutting him/her off from friends, family and anyone 
else that may be of support to them. This is done in 
order that the abusing partner can have complete 
control of the relationship. The abusing partner often 
continues to give mixed messages, vowing love for the 
partner while continuing to put them down. The

consequences of abuse. 

If you are involved in a 
situation like this, there is 
help for you and your 
partner. The first step is 
recognizing the abuse for 
what it is and realizing that 
you do not have to 
continue living this way. If 
you are an abuser, the first 
step is to admit this to 
yourself and realize you 
may need help to change. 

Breaking the abusive 
cycle is important for both 
parties and may _ take 
drastic measures but worthwhile ones in the long run. 
Help and support can be gained from family, friends 
and professionals. The hardest part is taking the first 
step! The first step is being honest and recognizing 
you can't fix it alone. 

Become a survivor, don't remain a victim! W

COMMUNITY NEWS 


Alliance, the community news section of 
AGLP, is written by the community, for the 
community, and is organized by two of the AGLP 
staff, Corinne Stearns & Paul Harris. 

The concept of Alliance came from a need, 
expressed by many individuals throughout the 
gay & lesbian communities, to see greater 
communication between groups and 
organizations and to promote greater public 
awareness. Such communication is simply a 
function of education: individuals need to better 
educate themselves. 

Unfortunately, until this month, there was no 
one place an individual could go to gather a wide 
variety of information about which gay & lesbian 
community groups and organizations exist to 
meet their needs. 

When we first approached community groups 
about the possibility of publishing _ their 
newsletters and other information on a larger 
scale, the response was overwhelming. 

Try to imagine a group with twenty-five 
members trying to get a message out. Such a 
group may have very good things to say, from 
recreational to political to spiritual, but with their 
newsletter they can only reach a very small cross 
section of people. 

By publishing with AGLP, their message will 
now reach over ten thousand people both within 
and outside of the province. 


Not only will the message get out, but AGLP 
will provide them with as many copies as are 
needed for their own circulation. 

Interestingly enough, the cost to publish 
several thousand copies of their newsletter with 
AGLP is less expensive than by doing it any other 
way. 

Readers will not only get news from a 
particular community group, but news and 
information from other community groups as 
well. This is the beginning of the education 
process. The gay & lesbian community can only 
grow stronger, healthier and more united.

SOME CHRISTIANS REJOICE 
Editors, ALLOUT: 


Dear Friends, 


Is not hiding in one's stifling closet 
analogous to our being buried alive in a 
coffin? Too often it is our fears of the 
consequences of our “coming out” that keep 
us smothering in our closets/coffins. Re- 
member friends, risk-taking is part of our 
being fully human. 

How much better for us to risk and dare 
than for us to hide and die emotionally. If 
we never reveal our true selves to- our 
friends and family we will thus be denying 
them the opportunity to know us as we 
really are (and we are beautiful people), to 
love and support us in a homophobic world 
and to rejoice with us as we bravely, cour- 
ageously stand up with our masks off, to be 
counted as proud gay or lesbian persons! 

Recently I was surprised to receive an 
eloquently written note from my brother in 
Hamilton, Ontario. Because he is an evan- 
gelical Baptist minister, his support, love, 
and acceptance astonished me! He wrote: 


- » I personally rejoice for you! How 
wonderful that you have found love, both 
tender and caring, with another human 
being. I am delighted that you are 
sharing your love and joy with a woman 
who you respect and with whom you feel 
comfortable... . Please receive my 
gladness; your distant brother sends it 
with his love!" 


His loving note illustrates a popular 
misconception many in the straight world 
hold to be true: that being a lesbian auto- 
matically means having a partner or being 
involved ina relationship. I believe that it 
must be very hard for many people to envis-— 
ion a single lesbian for gay man] who is 
celibate. I know that if I am never involved 
with a lesbian in a committed relationship 
that nonetheless I will remain a lesbian until 
I die. 

When I came out to my three children in 
September 1989, all three asked if I had a 
partner. Many months have passed since 
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then and they are all past the angry stage 
and are happily into the supportive and 
accepting stage. For this I am thankful.

HELP CELEBRATE NATIONAL COMING 
Out Day (October 11) several banners 
celebrating gay men, lesbians, and bisexual 
women and men were hung in strategic 
places around the city. While media atten- 
tion didn't materialize, one banner at 9%h 
Avenue over 14th Street SW remained up 
for at least three days; an accomplishment 
in itself we'd say. 


A MEETING WITH LABOUR MINISTER 
Elaine McCoy and the Chairperson of the 
Alberta Human Right Commission Fil Fraser 
set for November 17 didn't occur due to 
differences over what the meeting was 
designed to do. Briefly, Elaine McCoy and 
Fil Fraser were prepared to attend a func— 
tion with invited guests and media present 
in order to assist us with positively in- 
creasing our visibility. We were more 
interested in utilizing the occasion to invite 
key people from the dominant community in 
order to familiarize and perhaps educate 
them to the abuses against our people. 
Elaine McCoy and Fil Fraser expressed an 
interest in meeting with us in the future. 


WARWICK AND DEBORAH ~~ HOLLINS 
investigated allegations of gender discrim- 
ination levied against a local gay-directed 
establishment and Christina Willings, Deb- 
orah Hollins and Stephen Lock investigated 
a lesbian discrimination complaint against a 
local bistro quite popular with the wimmin's 
community. CLAGPAG representatives met 
with all parties and served as mediator in 
resolving the situation with positive results. 
Final outcome is still pending in both these 
instances.

Presentation by Svend Robinson

I want to join with my 
fellow speakers in saying how 
honoured and how privilegedI 
BeeltoO be a: part "ofthis 
conference. I am a member 
of the Canadian Parliament 
Dut ,also,' and) 7 (think 
appropriately for the purposes 
of this particular discussion, I 
think it's important to point 
out that I ama gay man. I 
am a member of an invisible 
minority.) Invisibility; of 
course, has historically allow- 
ed lesbians and gay men to 
hide, with all the pain and 
the oppression that accompan- 
ies concealing a very funda- 
mental part of who we areas 
human beings. Sometimes that 
concealment has been necess- 
ary for our survival, indeed 
for our lives, certainly for our 
health. But this same invisi- 
bility andsilence are probably 
the two greatest barriers to 
full equality and justice for 
lesbians, gay men, and bisex- 
uals. I want toquotefroma 
very fine black, lesbian poet, 
Audre Lord, who talked about 
the importance of speaking 
out and of breaking silences. 
She said: "I have come to 
believe, over and over again, 
that what is most important 
to me must be spoken, made 
verbal and shared, evenat the 
risk of having it bruised or 
misunderstood, and I remind 
myself all the time now, that 
if I were to have been born 
mute, or have maintained an 
oath of silence my whole life 
long for safety, I wouldstill 
have suffered, and I would 
still die. We can sit in our 
corners, mute forever, while

our sisters and ourselves are 
wasted, while our childrenare 
distorted and destroyed, while 
our earth is poisoned. We can 
sit in our safe corners, mute 
as bottles, and we will still be 
no more less afraid. I was 
going to die, if not sooner 
then later, whether or not I 
had ever spoken myself. My 
Silences had not protected me, 
your silence willnot protect 
yous. 

So here I am to share 
some thoughts, and feelings, 
about homophobia, about 
heterosexism, having smuggled 
them in under the title of 
"The Right to Health Care." 
And of course there is a 
history to that: One of the 
themes of yesterday's plenary 
was "Solidarity, Attacked by 
Exclusion." And indeed that 
sense of solidarity, which all 
of us-—whether visible or 
invisible minorities, or women, 
who are a majority in most 
societies-—-that solidarity is 


attacked by exclusion. And 
that exclusion, and that 
invisibility, in dealing with 
the community of lesbians and 
gay men, is too often the rule 
and not the exception. I 
cannot tell you the number of 
conferences that I have been 
invited to, or that I have 
learned about, on human 
rights issues, issues of funda- 
mental equality and justice, at 
which equality for lesbians 
and gay men is not even on 
the agenda. And that's very 
wrong. There are many 
examples of that. A confer- 
ence in these mountains last 
year tried to educate our 
judiciary about human rights; 
lengthy, lengthy agenda, every 
conceivable aspect of human 
rights and yet, invisibility. 
When I drew this to the 
attention of the organizersI 
was told effectively it was too 
late and we're sorry. The 
conference coming up next 
month in Ottawa, Human 
Rights and Canadian Solidar- 
ity, well, once again an 
agenda which one would think 
might incorporate that con- 
cern, silent on that agenda. 
Well I've once again drawn 
that to the attention of the 
organizers, and perhaps some- 
thing will be incorporated; TI 
hope so... . But frankly I'm 
getting kind of tired of 
always having to remind those 
who should know better that 
men and women in Canada, 
and globally, are victims of 
widespread and systemic 
discrimination in justice at all 
levels of society, discrimina- 
#ion which takes an extraord- 
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inary toll, in human terms. 
And it shouldn't be necessary 
to add on this discussion to 
other agendas. It should be 
an essential part of any 
agenda about human rights in 
a civilized society. 

I want to say how much I 
value the presentations of my 
co-presenters, ina number of 
different areas. I think the 
linkages are very real. ... 
Cuba, of course, is a classic 
example of the inhumanity of 
the moral and social panic in 
responding to a health care 
crisis. In Cuba since 1986 
there has been: virtually 
universal testing. Over ten 
million tests have been con- 
ducted, on a population of 
eight million, andevery single 
person who tests positive is 
removed from their commun- 
ity, removed from theirhome, 
and locked up, locked up 
indefinitely. . . . Well, where 
are the voices of outrage and 
anger at the fact that some 
three to four hundred people 
are being locked up as prison- 
ers because they have a virus? 
Where is Canada's voice? 
Where are the voices of the 
global community on this? I 
think we have to recognize 
that obviously homophobia has 
played an important role in 
our response to this health 
care crisis. In Canada the 
first case of AIDS was diag- 
nosed in early 1982. Since 
then over 2,400 people have 
died, over 2,000 of them gay 
men. In fact, tragically and 
chillingly, the T-shirt which I 
Saw ina store in Banff was 
accurate: "AIDS KILLS FAGS 
DEAD!" An awful lot of gay 
menhave diedinthiscountry, 
and it wasn't until June of 
this year, some eight years 
later, that the government 
finally announced a national 
strategy to deal with this 


health care crisis: 112million 
dollars over the next three 
years, when we increase our 
spending on the military by 
over 600 million in this year 
alone. And of course in the 
early years of the struggle 
against this disease we were 
totally alone as a community 
and frankly I think that we 
displayed an extraordinary 
degree of compassion and 
caring as a community—in 
fact a model, in many ways, 
for broader society as to how

later we're still waiting 


to respond, and we were, as I 
say, totally alone.... 
And our Minister of Nat- 
ional Health and Welfare, 
Perrin Beatty, has recognized 
that homophobia is a concern. 
In his statement on the 
national strategy earlier this 
year he said that "the react- 
ion of Canadians is often a 
pervasive homophobia, a fear 
reaction which is itself one of 
the greatest impediments to 
progress inthis issue." Well, 
having identified that problem, 
what is his government then 


doing? Five years ago, a 
parliamentary committee of 
seven members, unanimously 
recommended to the Govern- 
ment of Canada that all 
discrimination based on sexual 
orientation at the federal 
level in this country should 
stop. I was a member of that 
committee at the time and all 
five Conservative members of 
the committee, the Liberal 
member, and myself were 
unanimous. It was a strong 
report, and in March 1986 the 
government responded and said 
"we will take all measures 
necessary to prohibit discrim- 
ination based on sexual orien- 
tation.” Four and half years 
later we're still waiting —for 
justice, for basic justice. 
And what does the denial 
of that justice mean in real 
terms? It means that it's 
legal in Canada today at the 
federal level and in those 
provinces and territories that 
haven't yet changed their law, 
to fire someone from their 
job, to throw them out of 
their home, to deny them 
access to services, solely 
because of the fact that we 
happen to be lesbian or gay. 
Here inAlberta it 's happened, 
and it will continue to happen 
until the government changes 
the law. It's not just an 
abstract concern. Last yearI 
was invited to speak at a 
fundraising effort for Celebra- 
tion '90, Gay Games, which 
was a cultural and athletic 
event in Vancouver in August 


of this year. A Calgary 
group—a rather discrete 
group, called Calgarians 


Networking Discretely [sic],a 
lesbian and gay group—booked 
a banquet room at the Delta 
Bow Valley Hotel to raise 
funds. They invited me to 
come and speak. When the 
hotel found out what this 
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really was all about, they sent 
a letter to the organizers 
cancelling the booking, and 
said that "we don't want your 
hand -in- our hotel.” 4 Well 
that's legal. That's legalin 
Alberta. That's legal in 
Canada. And where were the 
voices of outrage, from the 
academic community for 
example? Again, it's not good 
enough to leave these con- 
cerns to the victims of the 
discrimination. Tenure is 
there, I remind those of you 
who are professors, for a 
reason. You know? Remem- 
ber that. Remember that. 
Remember the men and women 
who have been subject to 
tremendous pain in the Cana- 
dianArmed Forces. Qualified, 
highly qualified men and 
women who are thrown out of 
their jobs solely because of 
the fact that they happen to 
be lesbian or gay. Subjected 
to degrading and humiliating 
investigations. 

Remember the violence, the 
harassment, the gay bashing 
that takes an enormous toll 
on the lesbian and gay 
community. And the level has 
gone up, as the community 
has become more visible. I 
think this is probably linked 
to the point [made earlier]: 
the level of rape has gone up 
as feminism has become more 
visible and more prominent. 
The greatest incidence of gay 
bashing and violence is in San 
Francisco, which is thought to 
bea pretty progressive juris— 
diction. And what's happening 
too often? Nothing is being 
done tocounter the violence. 
The Governor's Task Force on 
BiasRelated Violence conclud- 
ed, aftera lengthy study, that 
of all the groups the most 
severe hostilities are directed 
at lesbians and gay men. And 
one of the greatest tragedies 


is that too often this violence 
is never reported. It's not 
reported because people are 
afraid that if it becomes 
public that they are a victim 
of violence, that they will 
lose their jobs. So again 
there is that double degree of 
punishment. 

The verbal abuse: of course 
there's no protection in hate 
literature laws, noprotection 
at allagainst hate literature 
directed at lesbians and gay 
men. 


sometimes those who 
parade as Christians 
..are helping to create 


an environment in which 


this kind of pain 
is exacerbated. 


There is the violence and 
the abuse of our children and 
our young people of the levels 
of suicide and attempted 
suicide among young lesbians 
and gay men. An untold 
story, not just in this coun- 
try, but elsewhere. The fact 
is that the level of suicide 
among young lesbians and gay 
menis absolutely staggering. 
That the leading cause of 
death among young lesbians 
and gay men is suicide. That 
something like 20 percent of 
young lesbians and something 


like 30 to 35 percent of young 
gay men seriously contemplate 
or attempt suicide. And too 
often we are silent as a 
community. The fact is that 
when we're not silent, some- 
times those who parade as 
Christians, as Fundamentalist 
Christians, are helping to 
create an environment in 
which this kind of pain is 
exacerbated. You know the 
Fundamentalists who accuse 
people of being sinners, if 
they happen to be lesbian or 
gay: as one of my friends 
said, "I don't mind them being 
born again, but why do they 
have to come back as them- 
selves?" 

The fact that there are so 
very, very few role models. 
The fact that we are almost 
invisible in the media to the 
extent that we're there. Vido 
Russo, from 1971 to 1975, 
documented 28 major Holly- 
wood films which included a 
major homosexual character. 
Of the 28, 26 died a violent 
death and the other two were 
institutionalized. Those are 
the images which young people 
see. 

The fact that our relation- 
ships do not exist in the eyes 
of the law, no legal recog- 
nition whatsoever. That Brian 
Mossop of Ontario should have 
to fight in the courts for one 
day of bereavement leave to 
attend the funeral of the 
father, or, his partner of 
eleven years. And should 
lose, and be told that his 
family doesn't exist. That 
Karen Thompson, whose 
partner of nine years, Sharon 
Kowolsky, was injured in a 
car accident, should be denied 
any access to her partner for 
three years, because her 
relationship did not exist. 
The pain that's involved in 
that kind of denial of our 
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relationships, of benefits, 
health, oldage pension. But, 
as much as anything else, just 
the denial that our relation- 
Ships are just as strong, and 
just as loving, and just as 
committed, and, God knows, if 
they can survive in this 
society, just as committed as 
any others. And yet no legal 
recognition whatsoever... . 

But the most powerful 
weapon... to fight homo- 
Phobia must surely be break- 
ing the silence and ending the 
invisibility. And that takes 
many forms: coming out, with 
a sense of pride and dignityis 
one of the most powerful; 
challenging agendas when we 
are invisible and silenced and 
denied any recognition; educ- 
ation and awareness in the 
media, on campuses--how 
many law schools today have 
programmes on lesbian and 
gay studies? Not very many. 
As [a presenter] said yester- 
day, not many have program- 
mes on aboriginal studies. 
That invisibility hasgot tobe 
confronted. 

And we've got to do what 
we can, most importantly, to 


break down the lies and 
challenge the bigotry. The 
most hateful of all I think is 
that somehow we are a threat 
to children. And yet we know 
CHES (iS pa LEY. ietne 

So we're not just looking 
for some sort of special 
rights, we're looking for basic 
equality and justice. Ten 
years ago when I moved an 
amendment to the Constitution 
of Canada, to the Charter of 
Rights, to prohibit discrimin- 
ation based on sexual orien- 
tation, the Conservative 
spokesperson on the special 
parliamentary committee said 
we can't include every barn- 
acle and eavestrough. Well 
I'm not a barnacle and I'm 
not an eavestrough. I'ma 
human being and I want to 
appeal toallof you on behalf 
of those other human beings 
who have been denied that 
justice and that equality, who 
are your brothers and your 
Sisters and your neighbours 
and your parents and your co- 
workers and your friends, to 
recognize that injustice, to 
name it, and together to walk 
the path that Judy Chicago 


spoke of so eloquently in 
these words: "and then all 
that has divided us will 
merge, and then compassion 
will be wedded to power, and 
then softness will come to a 
world that is harsh and un- 
kind, and then both men and 
women will be gentle, and 
then both women and men will 
be strong, and then all will 
live: in harmony with each 
other and the earth, and then 
everywhere will be called 
Eden once again."

A Symposium , Edmonton 


November 1990 


This symposium’ started 
with registration on the 29th 
of November and _ extended 
over the next three days 
concluding with an energy, 
enthusiasm and participation 
that was truly electric. 

Each day started with 
short, discerning talks by a 
variety of informed speakers 
including Shelagh Day, Evelyn 
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Kallen, and Larry Jewell. 
Svend Robinson's concern for 
the release and safety of 
Canadian hostages in Iraq 
rightfully took precedence 
over his previous commitment 
to speak at the symposium. 
Following, small groups dis- 
cussed issues affecting the gay 
and lesbian communities and 
ultimately suggested ways to

combat discrimination. The 
spokespersons. for these groups 
itemised the salient points for 
the general body and tran- 
scripts and video tapes of 
portions of the conference are 
available to participants and 
interested others. 

Delwin Vriend, an instructor 
at The King's College outside 
Edmonton, and his parents, 
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spoke about his coming out 
experience in an institution 
that was originally founded by 
a rigid Protestant group. 
While the college now receives 
considerable public funding it 
still promotes its religious 


roots, unfortunately to Del- 
win's detriment. He was 
fired. A reprint of the 


board's position statement on 
homosexuality follows this 
report. 

Two representatives of the 
Alberta Human Rights Com- 
mission including the director 
Fil Fraser, were present on 
the afternoon of the 30th of 
November ostensibly to lend 
encouragement and = supply 
sug gestions for achieving legal 
protection. Fil Fraser quickly 
antagonised the audience with 
his self-serving, paternalistic 
and pedantic delivery.

Rev. George Millard 


The installation of Rev. 
George Millard as minister of 
the Metropolitan Community 
Church | (MCC) \.).Caleary. son 
November 11, 1990, marked an 
important and joyful milestone 
in his personal journey. While 
in some respects it was just 
another logical step in his 
coming out process, which 
began in 1980, it was also a 
highly significant step, for 
George personally and for the 
gay and lesbian community. 
In deciding to accept the 
position at MCC Calgary, 
George was publicly affirming 
and celebrating what he refers 
to as "God's gift of sexuality." 
He was also making a commit-— 
ment to live and work in 
harmony with his_ personal 
values and his deeply felt 
sense of spirituality. That 
George has been able to make 
this commitment is a gift 
which will benefit all in the 
lesbian and gay community 
and especially the Christians 
among us, many of whom have 
been made to feel misunder- 
stood, rejected, and isolated 
by their religion. 

For George Millard to 
reach this point and be able 
to make .this step has, of 
course, required many preced- 
ing steps, often courageous 
steps, in a journey that has at 
times been difficult and 
painful. George grew up and 
received his early education in 
southern Manitoba. He was 
ordained as a minister of the 
United Church of Canada in 
1954 and worked for eight 


years among the native people

in northern Manitoba. He 
completed his education by 
graduating from St Stephen's 
College, Edmonton with a 
Masters degree in Theology. 
He was married in 1956 
and had two _ sons. Ithhis 
significant that he and his 
wife also adopted two daugh- 
ters. The family moved to 
Okotoks, Alberta in 1976 and 
George continued his ministry 


there until 1983 when he 
moved to Scarboro United 
Church in Calgary. George's 
younger son, who was. at 


college in Calgary, was tragic— 
ally killed in a car accident. 

After some years of strug- 
gling to gain an understanding 
of his sexuality, George 
eventually accepted that he is 
gay. His 26 years of marriage 
ended amicably in 1982 and he 
has maintained a _ friendly 
relationship with his ex-wife. 
He has also continued to be a 
caring and loving father to 
his surviving son and daugh- 
ters, who visit regularly. 
Lately, he has been enjoying 
some grandfatherly duties as 
well. 

Along the way, George has 
confronted and won the battle 
against internal homophobia 
that is instilled in all of us. 
But he has also taken up the 
challenge of helping to elimin- 
ate homophobia throughout 
society. That aspect of his 
journey began while he was 
still a minister in the Scar- 
boro United Church and 
secretary of the Calgary 
presbytery. Before he retired, 
in 1988, he worked diligently 


Reve George Millard 
and patiently, often in diffi- 
cult circumstances, to promote 
acceptance of gay and lesbian 
ministers within the church. 
Throughout this trying period, 
George held faithfully to his 
strong sense of justice and 
has been unwavering in his 
position that it is wrong and 
unrealistic for the church to 
try to impose chastity on its 
gay and lesbian members. 

It is perhaps typical of 
George's values. that _ his 
mission against prejudice and 
injustice is not limited to the 
single issue of homophobia. 
He has worked hard for many 
years to combat racism and 
social injustice, particularly in 
a number of countries in 
Africa. Through working trips 
to African countries and 
organizations in Canada, he 
has contributed a great deal 
of his time, personal effort, 
and money to this cause. 

There is a common path, a 
purpose, that winds its way 
through George Millard's life 
journey. It's as powerful as 
it is uncomplicated: he has 
devoted himself to the promo- 
tion of greater understanding. 
That provides a role model 
which transcends the issue of 
sexual orientation. V

I invite you to read the 
pronouncements of some 
representatives of the relig- 
ious community in Alberta on 
the topic of homosexuality: 
(1) The King's College “pos- 
ition statement” reprinted on 
page 11 and (2) Pastor Cal 
Ellerby's “letter to the editor" 
of The Standard, reproduced 
on page 15.

Now I want to apologize to 
you for possibly subjecting 
you to an experience which 
was probably about as pleasant 
as sticking your finger down 
your throat.

These two examples are 
reasonably representative of 
the expressions of opinion 
that we have been hearing 
from most religious authorities 
for a long time--far too long. 
They are no more worthy, 
now, of an expenditure of my 
time, or yours, than they ever 
were. However, it is neces- 
sary to become. familiar with 
their content, not so that we 
can respond to them—which 
would allow them much more 
credibility than they warrant—— 
but rather to demonstrate a 
key point about the people 
who continue to expound 
these views.

This must either be 
an error, or the College's 
definition of "love and com- 
passion” must be- grossly 
perverted. They have taken 
away Delwin Vriend's liveli- 
hood, severely damaged his 
career, and subjected him and 
his family to extraordinary 
trauma and stress. I can't 
reconcile that with any normal 
definition of “love and com- 
passion." 


Now consider Cal Ellerby's 
letter (p.15): 


(d) Second paragraph: 
I feel an urgent moral obli- 
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gation to respond to the 
letter on behalf of the vast

Ellerby appears to have quite 
erroneously added some con- 
ditions to the Canadian Char- 
ter of Rights and Freedoms 
which don't exist anywhere in 
my copy: But perhaps his 
version means that he is 
willing to accept and abide by 
definitions of “moral justice” 
and "the laws of nature” 
determined by some of the 
non-christian and other cult- 
ures that are part of North 
America.

It becomes 
clear that these kinds of 
religious pronouncements 
contain almost as many errors 
as sentences.

What justifies our expend- 
iture of time and effort here 
is the following observation: 
this ongoing outpouring of 
factual errors and omissions, 
misinformation, inappropriate

mostly from the clergy. 

But the clergy has always 
claimed that they are a "“pro- 
fession." Indeed, their claim 
to professional status goes 
back so far in history that 
they consider themselves to be 
one of the “traditional” pro- 
fessions, alongside law and 
medicine. Well, I know of no 
other profession—including my 
own, which is engineering—in 
which it is possible to get 
away with this kind of un- 
ethical behaviour. If, within 
the area of my authority, I 
make erroneous statements, or 
propagate misinformation, or 
give incorrect ,,advice, or 


express unfounded opinions to 
the public, I can be dealt with 
under the law, including 
criminal proceedings. And 
what about your doctor and 
lawyer? How long would you 
be willing to accept erroneous 
information and bad advice 
from them before you took 
action? And yet the clergy 
has been getting away with 
this for centuries. 

Their ‘track! record? 
throughout history is miser- 
able. They have been wrong, 
for example, in their pro- 
nouncements about 
mental disabilities; people of 
other races, ethnic origins, 
and cultures; women; and 
homosexuality. And yet they 
are afforded all of the status, 
protection, and authority and 
power that goes with being a 
member of a profession. So 
how many mistakes and mis-— 
judgments are they to be 
allowed? How much harm will 
a society tolerate from a 
profession before making it 
accountable?

... the wall of 
suppression 
mounted against 
lesbians and 
gays is finally 
Caving in. 


Theories abound on 
why gays are gay, and 
why lesbians’ are 
lesbians. They parade 
in and out of style 
tikews bright, . short= 
lived stars in some 
bizarre fashion indus- 
try. Gays are gay 
because mommy was 
domineering. Lesbians 
were scarred by the 
dominant patriarchy. 
Gays were sexually 
abused as_ children. 
Lesbians are lesbians 
because of the hor- 
mone balance in the 
womb. Gays are gay 
because we live in 
cities, and crowded 
mammals produce gay 
offspring. Lesbians 
are lesbian because —— 
well, you get the 
picture. 

In a pair of articles 
Nov; .3, Bob) Harvey, 
Citizen religionedit- 
or, reported the latest 
contrivance: gays are 
gay because’ they 
“never felt affirmed 
by their fathers.” 
Harvey was quoting 


the executive director 
of areligious organiz- 
ation devoted _ to 
changing gays into 
straights. 

It is tempting to 
attack such organiz-— 


ations for’ their 
surface deception 
(Harvey's main anec- 


dote related not even 
to a gay man, but to 
a drug-addicted, 
transsexual prostitute) 
and their lack of 
scientific credibility, 
but this would ignore 
the significance of 
their efforts. 

We ' live ‘in \a 
culture that exhibits 
the pernicious ass-— 
umption that it is 
wrong to be gay or 
lesbian. The assump- 
tion is based on 
superstition, and its 
logic proceeds some- 
thing like this: Men 
and women are sup- 
posed to be attracted 
to the opposite sex; 
this is an express 
purpose revealed by 
our physical bodies. 


Tomebe fattracted! to 
the same sex is 
aberrant, or sinful, 


and contrary to the 
express purpose. To 
contradict the purpose 
is to threaten the 
purpose. Threats to 
the purpose must be 
suppressed. 

This chain of logic 


is so weak as to be 
ridiculous. Only the 
blasphemous profess 
to comprehending a 
“purpose” from the 
evidence at_ hand. 
Obviously men and 
women were created 
with the ability to be 
attracted to the same 
sex, witness me, a 
gay man. For proof 
that our _ physical 
bodies reveal this 
ability, pick up a 
copy of the Joy of 
Lesbian or Gay Sex. 
Every population, of 
every culture, under 
every religion, ruled 
by every law, raised 
by every method of 
child-care, subject to 
every level of health 
care, enjoying every 
rung in socio-eco- 
nomic status, at every 
point, Vein weshistory., 
contains a_ stable 
minority of lesbians 
and gays, estimated at 
10 to 20 percent. To 
be attracted to the 
same sex is not 
aberrant; on_- the 
contrary, it is normal 


and expected that 
there will be lesbians 
and gays. Which 


leaves the matter of 
being suppressed. 

It is not enough in 
Cone euLture: iothat 
lesbians and gays are 
oppressed. It is not 
enough that gays are

beaten, that lesbians 
are verbally assaulted, 
or that both are quite 
blatantly discriminated 
against. It is not 
enough that gays and 
lesbians live in the 
shadow of holocaust, 
for example our 
experience under 
Hitler, or our exper- 
ience in Iran today. 
No, our culture de- 
mands more — our 
culture demands that 
every person. should 
build a wall of sup- 
pression within them- 
selves. A wall to 
prevent that person 
from taking one teeny 
little lesbian or gay 
step. 

Go to the school- 
yard and listen to the 
children. The gravest 
insult hurled between 
the boys is faggot. 
Faggot refers to the 
times when England 
had gays harnessed to 
four teams of horses 
and pulled apart, and 
then used their body 
parts as kindling — 
iia 2 Ob suiiwer econ 
witch's fires. From 
the mouths of inno- 
cent children! Child- 
ren building that 
internal wall. 

These children will 
grow up. Some of 
them will be lesbian 
or gay- And some of 
them, despondent, 
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caged by their internal wall of suppression, 
will despair that they are lesbian or gay. 

In Canada, studies have shown that up to 
40 percent of these children attempt suicide 
before the age of 20. 

This is the significance of the organized 
efforts to "convert" gays and lesbians. Couch- 
ing their arguments in ever-so-tolerant sophis-— 
try, offering the pretence of a cure, the 
underlying desire driving these organizations is 
that lesbians and gays be suppressed. 

Their recent resurgence can be traced to 
the fact that the wall of suppression mounted 
against lesbians and gays is finally caving in. 
As gays and lesbians finally win grudging 
respect and protection for our human rights, 
some are desperately attempting to shore up 
the walls of suppression in their losing fight. 
The damage of suppression, the guilt and false 
hopes of family and friends, the wasted lives 
of lesbians and gays, the lies of identities 


denied, even the escape into suicide, be 
damned —- gays and lesbians must be suppress- 
ed. V

Why Should | Come Out?

Many of these people were 
closeted, playing by 
acting straight.

None among us is safe. Our 
courage may put us at risk 
and hiding takes a terrible 
toll. But our silence will not 


year in Canada. 

Just for being gay or 
“suspected” of being 
gay. No trial, no jury, 
the death sentence. 
Some _ consider this 


we all need to feel human, 
they exposed their vulnera- 
bility only to face a vicious 
attack. For others their 
openness made them targets. 
Their decision not to live as 
victims, to live more or less 
free of proscribed artificial 


protect us. 


Although I believe gay men 
continued to be assaulted 
because we have abandoned 
and abdicated the exclusive 
straight male purview of 
power, lesbians in addition to 


justice roles, doomed them. Thous- being women continue to be 
fi ands of others were beaten, assaulted because’ they've 

robbed, kicked, ridiculed, never attained this exclusive 
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and elusive power. We won't 
change and we won't hide. 
We won't continue our silence. 

There are already dozens of 
levels on which we all exper- 
ience growth, change and 
development. These evolutions 
occur over a lifetime. We are 
always having to accept the 
inevitability and inexorability 
of change. Why not add 
coming out to this process? 
It changes and grows; it is a 
process not a single event. I 
came out to myself 25 years 
ago- I came out to my aunt 
last month. She worried me. 
A 91 year old Anglican who 
has never been stingy with 
her views. And she's OK. 

We will always be coming 
out all our lives, opening one 
small door after another. 
Coming out is a spiritual, 
emotional and _ intellectual 
experience and it's not easy 
to articulate. Coming out is 
an important process’ of 
growth and self discovery. It 
is done in unique ways to a 
unique schedule for each 
individual. We can substitute 
the energy it takes to hide 
for the courage to live and 
have a reserve of energy for 
other pursuits. It's a pretty 
good deal. 

An argument used against us 
and not without some legitim— 
acy is: "If so many of you 
people are so unhappy, where 
the hell are you?” Well, 
where the hell are we? Our 
silence confirms our victimiz- 
ation. If our family and 
friends, colleagues and class- 
mates don't know we are here 
we can hardly blame them for 
ignoring us. Most of those to 
whom we're close would 
recognise our legitimate claim 
to equal treatment. Our 
coming out adds their voice to 
our views. And we _ need 
support, not their silence. 


When I was twenty, I read 
a book in which the author 
had two men kiss. On the 
lips. It was not meant to be 
a positive experience and I 
was disgusted. I was well 
conditioned to respond in just 
that way. And I was gay. 
Somehow against all the odds, 
I was gay. My parents were 
straight. They raised me to 
be straight. My relatives 
were straight; or were they? 
Some of them were hiding too. 
Hidden so well that I didn't 
know that one of my favorite 
aunts was a lesbian; that my 
cousin was gay. They hid in 
silence, booze, unhappiness

and shame. They never found 
themselves and I had been lied 
to. I wanted to kiss a man 
too- I wanted to hold a man 
in my arms. I realised witha 
volatile mixture of discovery, 
ecstasy and terror that I had 
found a part of myself. A 
part of myself that had been 
hidden from me, denied to me 
by a society that felt it had 
the right to define and des- 
cribe; direct and control my 
most intimate personal exper- 
iences. A first unconsidered 
response is to _ share this 
discovery with those to whom 
you are close. That lasts just 
a few seconds. Even your 
parents might be your enemy. 
Then the hiding starts. 


But hiding criminalizes our 
self-identity and justifies in 
our own minds the mistreat- 
ment we then experience. We 
feel forced to reduce the 
caring, loving and affectionate 
part of our lives to a level 
both clandestine and subvers- 
ive and then we are attacked 
for just that expression. 


With each step in coming 
out comes a little more free- 
dom from our fears. With 
each chipping away at our 
fears comes a renewed sense 
of our own positive self- 
worth. Only fitting for 
positive, worthy people. A 
realization that you and only 
you make the truly important 
decisions in your life. The 
sense of freedom is over- 
whelming. I'm sure there is 
also a sense of liberation in 
throwing off your anger. I'm 
not there yet, but I'm tantal- 
ised by the possibility of 
getting there. We always 
have something for which to 
strive and coming out for gay 
men and lesbians is just one 
more level in this process. 
Our need for affection and 
the direction for which it is 
natural for us to express it is 
core to our very being. It is 
an essential, intrinsic part of 
who you are. It is far more 
than just a titillating, sexual 
discussion. More than a crude 
visualization of what body 
pieces go where. Until we 
can accept and rejoice in who 
we are; until we can accept 
our own essential parts, 
others won't see the need to. 
We keep parts hidden from 
ourselves and from others in 
the fear that what and who 
we are won't meet our de- 
manding expectations; won't 
be good enough. But what 
and who we are is always 
good enough. V 
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THE CALGARY LESBIAN AND 
Gay Political Action Guild was 
formed in early 1989 to speak 
and act on political concerns 
of Calgary's gay and lesbian 
community.

Our Brief History 


C.L.U.B. Calgary has been in ex- 
istence since September of 1990 
and the growth in the organization 
has been phenomenal. We began 
with just a small list of personal 
acquaintances and began the 
process of building.

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Christmas) party was organized 
by a team of people and the event 
turn into huge success.

Martin was one of my regular 
boys. He was a little on the 
tubby side, but full of mischief, 
with limits for agony only a 
torch singer could describe. And 
though I never compare my boys 
to one another or give them 
grades -- each one is unique and 
perfect unto himself--I have to 
admit, Martin was one of my 
favorites. 

He had two special gifts: a 
panache for pleasing his Daddy 
which went way beyond the 
meaning of the term "sexpig”, 
and a rare innocence regarding 
the S&M encounter, such that, 
no matter how many times I 
played with him, he made it 
seem like the first time. 

Martin also possessed a great 
deal of perspective on the 
Leather lifestyle. He would 
obediently check his modest ego 
at the door of my dungeon for 
the hours he belonged to me, but 
he would collect it on the way 
out. Though, within the milieu of 
the encounter he could only be - 
described as trashy, outside the 
dungeon he was my Brother, and 
a dynamic force in the organized 
Leather community that would 
have made the Marquis himself 
blush with shame. 

Since I am describing Martin in 
the past tense, I don't think I 
have to fill you in on why he no 
longer slips behind the secret 
panel with me to make me a 
night. Nor am I writing about 
Martin, per se. It is actually 
Harry, Martin's surviving lover, I 
wish to tell you about. 


Harry and Martin enjoyed one of 
those "till death do us part" 
relationships, about as rare these 
days as an honest televangelist 
And, off hand, I can't think of 
any two people who were more 
opposite than Harry and Martin-- 
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well, maybe Eleanor Roosevelt 
and Ma Barker, but, even then, 
it's a toss up 

At the funeral, each of us em- 
braced a devastated Harry and 
asked, "Is there anything I can 
do?" In no case that I know of 
was that phrase delivered insin- 
cerely. When it was my turn, 
Harry pulled me aside for pri- 
vacy and stared at me for a long 
unnerving moment.

See what 
you can do about leaving a ring 
around it that I can only get off 
with blasting caps. Then I'd like 
toothpaste splatters all over the 
bathroom mirror, but, only after 
you squeeze the Crest tube from 
the middle and lose the cap 
down the drain. The towels are 
easy. Just leave them all over the 
floor with the dampest one slung 
over the Governor Bradford 
chair in the hallway. 

Then you can just relax and read 
the paper. But, when you're 
finished, the living room has to 
look like we're housebreaking a 


new puppy. 
The transmission in my Granada 
needs some work, Daddy. 
Without Martin around to fix 
things, I just don't know what to 
do. Maybe you know a plumber 
who could open it up and put it 
back together. That way I'd have 
four speeds In reverse and one 
very slow steady speed forward. 
Then again, I'm sure you could 
find an auto mechanic to fix the 
drip in the set tub faucet the way 
Martin would have... ending up 
with hot water on the right and 
cold on the left. 

Now, I know this is asking a lot, 
but, if you are going over to my 
place to torture the kitchen and 
the bathroom, I'd like you to slip 
into the bedroom and give the 
sheets a light dusting of Cheezits 
crumbs. Peanut shells won't 
work, they're too easily spotted. 
No, it has to be something I don't 
notice until I roll over onto them 
half asleep. And while you're in 
the bedroom, I'll need you to 
hang underwear on all the 
doorknobs. but, it has to be the 
bunny and kitten boxer shorts or 
it would just be a waste of effort. 
And speaking of the bedroom, 
maybe you could get one of your 
other boys to sleep with me once 
in a while. It would have to be 
someone with elbows like 
cypress knees and feet like ice 
packs. Naturally, he'd have to 
roll over in the middle of the 
night and pull all the covers off 
me. And if you could find a 
heavy snorer, I'd really appreci- 
ate it. 


On second thought, the snoring 
is probably out of reach, even for 
your list of men. I'm used to 
noises at night that no other 
human voice could duplicate. 
Some- thing between an asth- 
matic mule and a Sherman tank 
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with rocks in its carburetor. 
Quite frankly, sleeping is going 
to be a real problem for a while. 
But, there are some other noises 
you might help me with. 


Maybe you know someone with 
knuckles the size of walnuts who 
can come over and crack them 
for me. But, it has to be when 
I'm trying to balance the check- 
ing account. If it doesn't jangle 
me into making at least a $27.00 
mistake, it's a forget it. 

I'll let you borrow my recorder 
and maybe, when you get a 
chance, you and your buddies 
could get together and make a 
tape for me that I can play when 
things get real quiet and the 
house starts to close in on me. 
Newspaper rattling is real impor- 
tant I'll play it when I'm trying to 
concentrate on stock market 
quotations or some quiet dia- 
logue in my favorite Barbara 
Stanwyck ten hankie reruns. 
And as long as we're talking 
sound effects, I'll need the 
grinding of a water Pic, too. 
And, goose it! It has to be 
Victoria Falls at the splash rock. 
I'll play that when I'm watching 
Magnum, P.I. and fantasizing 
what would happen if Tom 
Selleck knocked on my door. I'm 
sure you know a whistler or two, 
Daddy. But, he has to do the first 
ten bars of "Lucy In the Sky 
With Diamonds" over... and 
ovet.... 

Maybe you even know someone 
who does that long rasping sinus 
clearing sound. You know the 
one I mean. Inhale like he has 
marbles in his nose, exhale like 
he's going to spit. I told Martin 
on our first date that sound was 
disgusting and nauseating. I 
don't think he heard me. Martin 
made that sound every twenty 
minutes for all the years we were 
together.’ 

Harry paused and looked off in 
an odd direction for a time.

Gay Lines Calgary is many things to many people. In the 
sixteen years there has been a phoneline in Calgary, our 
peer-counsellors have spoken with thousands of gay, 
lesbian and bisexual individuals seeking assistance in 
coming to terms with their sexual orientation; looking for 
information on bars, clubs and other gay/lesbian social 
spaces; and referrals to gay-affirmative doctors, lawyers 
and therapists. We recently began a Business Listing which 
already has forty-two gay/lesbian-owned or gay/lesbian- 
affirmative businesses ranging from accountants to 
veterinarians on file. 


Gay Lines is completely volunteer-operated with seven 
gay/bisexual men working at least one 7pm - 10pm shift a 
week. Ideally, we would like to have two men on duty 
specific nights. If you are a gay or bisexual man over 25 
years of age who is’ comfortable with your 
gayness/bisexuality, know the city, and feel you have 
something to contribute in helping other gay/bisexual men 
reach a point of acceptance and celebration of their 
sexuality and being --- give us a Call! 


Gay lines offers a comprehensive information and referral system. Our mandate is to supply information, 
referral, support, and peer-couselling to gay/bisexual men. Our information aspect includes not only 
bar/club/bath information, but also data on the almost forty community groups that help make up our 
communities. We supply a monthly Calendar of Events which lists happenings throughout the 
gay/lesbian/bisexual communities and may be of interest to that population be it social, cultural, or political. We 
have information on gay/lesbian/bisexual—owned (or affirmative) businesses, foreign information (guest houses, 
nightspots, what the legal climate toward homosexuality is in a particular country), and a 200 plus volume library 
of gay fiction, resource material and articles. 


As peer-counsellors, we have a responsibility to be aware of our limitations and be able to make the 
appropriate referrals for those seeking additional counselling. We have an extensive network of gay/bisexual- 
affirmative professional counsellors, therapists, and psychologists, who also have referred clients to us. 


We are not government funded. The community we serve has been supportive, and the bulk of our funding 
comes from a variety of gay/lesbian-directed businesses and community groups. Occasionally, we receive 
donations from individuals; these are always welcome. Gay Lines does have a Revenue Canada registration 
number (charitable status) so we are able to issue tax receipts. Operating a centre such as this costs money, 
not a lot, but expenses do pile up. Any and all donations are GREATLY appreciated. We also accept donations 
of coffee and condiments for our drop-in lounge. 


We are open seven nights a week from 7 pm to 10 pm at #201, 223 12 Avenue S.W. (in the old Y building) 
or we may be reached at 234 8973. Give us a call or drop in for coffee sometime.
